Oklahoma City, Ok., June 13.—With

today, is followed, nothing of a final 
nature will be done until the courts 
have had opportunity to rule upon 
the situation. The injunction proceed­ 
ing of the Logan county district court 
ha^Rnally been recognized in that 
Att* . ney General West filed a demur­ 
rer in Guthrie today to the process 
of last Saturday. In the meantime, 
however, there is an air of official 
activity around parlors D and E of 
the Lee hotel, with a large placard 
over the latter's door saying “Gover­ 
nor’s office.” In the upper rotunda a 
desk has been placed for transacting 
business. Attending this are Private 
Secretary Anthony and Paul Nesbitt 
o f t h e governor’s office force. One 
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requisition was honored on Arkansas 
today and another was applied for 
upon the governor of Colorado. A pa.

No Proclamation Issued. 
There has not been a formal proc­ 
lamation issued by the governor. His 
latter written last night to Judge 
John H. Burford of Guthrie, saying 
that the people could have a hear­ 
ing Tuesday if they desired, was a 
judicial compromise between an em­ 
phatic proclamation of the election 
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result and recognition of the court’s 
injunction. As it was, the governor 
made it plain in the letter that the 
seat of government had been moved. 
[The campaign pledge made to the 
[state at large by Oklahoma City to 
the effect that the seat of |avern- 
Iment would not be changed^ from 
Guthrie until 1913, in event the prop­ 
osition carried, caused a delegation 
headed by Sidney L. Brock, president 
I of the Chamber of Commerce, to call 
on Gov. Haskell last night. 
The sit­ 
uation was explained to t£e governor, 
I who replied that he had expressly 
(stated in his speeches that success 
)f the bill meant immediate removal. 
‘I accept the entire responsibil­ 
ity. gentlemen, and relieve you. She 
Is already moved,” the governor said 
the delegation. 
Local newspapers this morning car­ 
ied the following statement from the 
chamber of Commerce: 
Oklahoma City’s Chamber of Com- 
lerce, business men and citizens in 
general were greatly surprised at the 
sudden call by Gov.

Confessed 
Slayer of 
Auto 
Driver 
Takes Advantage of Lax Guard 
and Defective Lock.

13.—Leon 
Fries, confessed slayer of Artie W. 
Rose, escaped from the Carter coun­ 
ty jail about 7 o’clock Monday even­ 
ing, and up to 
3 
o’clock 
Tuesday 
morning had not been recaptured. 
Fries made his getaway through a 
window in the basement. 
He was 
whitewashing the walls, guarded by 
Peter Gilliman. The latter, believing 
the basement to be secure, relaxed 
his vigilance, and after a short ab­ 
sence 'returned to the place to find 
the basement empty. One of the win­ 
dows was up, the lock, evidently de­ 
fective, smashed. 
This window was at the back of 
the jail, and after getting out of it 
Fries could have walked around to 
the front without attracting atten­ 
tion. He would not be recognized in 
Ardmore, as he has been carefully 
guarded since 
being brought herb 
from Norman to escape threatened 
mob violence. 
The jail 
is close to the main 
street, and Fries necessarily must 
have passed through the thick of the 
evening crowd to make his escape. 
Warnings have been telephoned to 
all the neighboring towns. Descrip­ 
tions of the boy have been spread 
broadcast. 
Leon Fries was chief figure in one 
of the most unique and most cold 
blooded murders ever recorded in the 
annals of Oklahoma crime, the killing 
of Artie Rose, chauffeur. 
Sunday 
afternoon. 
February 
27, 
Fries ordered Rose to take him to 
Norman. Half way from Oklahoma 
City the two got out of the car, ac­ 
cording to the testimony of Fries 
himself. Rose got in the car for the 
continued journey first. Fries pick­ 
ing up a hammer, hit his companion 
over the head, stunned him, and con­ 
tinued then to beat him until his 
head was in a pulp and life was ex­ 
tinct. 
The next day, Sunday, was a con­ 
tinuous joy-ride for the murderer, 
who later confessed. He told his 
Norman friends that he had bought 
the car in Oklahoma City. The body 
of Rose was found Monday noon. 
Fries confessed Monday night 
On Wednesday night a body of Ok­ 
lahoma City automobile drivers, form­ 
er friends of Rose, went to Norman 
and demanded from Sheriff Ike Sales 
of Cleveland county the body of the 
boy. But Fries had been taken away, 
and the attempted lynching ended 
without material result.

Report Has been Made by Baresu of

13,—Beginning, 
with September, 1968, there has been 
a 
monthly 
increase 
in wholesale 
prices, without a break, up to March, 
1910, and during the* latter month tho 
prices were higher than at any time- 
in the preceding twenty years, accord­ 
ing to a report which has just been 
issued by the Bureau of Labor. 
The report is based upon an inves­ 
tigation of 257 commodities, and says

March of the current year were 7.5> 
per cent highers than in March. 1909; 
10.2 per cent higher than in August,. 
1908; 21.1 per cent higher than the 
average yearly price for 1900 ; 49.Z 
per cent higher than thfe average year 
ly price of 1897 and 33.8 per 
cent 
higher than the average price for 
the ten years from 1890 to 1899, In­ 
clusive. 
Of the 257 articles investigated, 12S 
showed an increase in the average' 
price for 1909, as compared with 190A 
31 showed no change and 101 show­ 
ed a decrease.

The -Pinchot speech has caused
